Lines of the Poisoners. 


HOW TRY KILLED A AND WHAT THEY 
KILLED WITH. 





BY A MEMBER OF THE NEW YORK BAB. 





CHAPTER VW. 
THE QUAKER POISONER.: 
John Tawell was a member of the Society of 


Friends, but he was a backslider in faith. In 
his youth he was dissipated, and in. his 


counger days he committed forgery. Owing. 


to his religious connections great efforts were 
made to save his life, and for the crime of 
forgery he was sent into transportation in- 
stead of being hanged. 

By his good cunduct he obtained a ticket-of- 
leave 
business as a chemist and druggist. He hada 
good trade and amassed a considerable sum 
of money, but losing his wife he went to Eng- 
land. 

After the death of his wife, whose demise, 
it is said, was not very satisfactorily ac- 
counted for, it being supposed she was 
peisoned, he took into his service a fine young 
woman, about thirty years of aga, named 
Sirah Hart. She became enceinte by him, and, 
in order to avoid the diszrace, it was arranged 
that she should leave his house. 

He used to visit her at her lodgings at Crauw- 
ford street. Paddington green, and afterwards 
he took a small cottage for her at Bath piace, 
Sit Hill, Slough. Here she resided for some 
time with the two children she had by him. 

Tawell, having rid himseif of her, married a 
hizhly respectable young lady, also a member 
of the Society of Friends, and he lived with 
her in apparent affluence at Berkhamstead. 
He built schools, established savings banks 
and contributed to several institutions. 

His means, however, were really not equal 
to his outward show. Though he still adhered 
to the usual garb of dress worn by the 
Quakers, aiso to the simplicity of their lan- 
guage, and their usual quiet demeanor, he 
was excluded from their association. He was 
known to be a libertine and a disgrace to the 
cloth he wore. His wife, though at one time 
she was greatly respected, was also excluded 
from their fellowship by marrying him. 

Twenty-five years had passed since his con- 
viction and transportation for forgery, when. 
on the night of the 1st of January, 1845, a ter- 
rible moaning and groaning was heard in 
Sarah Hart’s cottage. A neighbor went to see 
what was the matter, and found the unfortu- 
nate woman lying on the floor in the agonies 
of death. As the neighbor crossed her garden 
towards the cottage she noticed a quiet, 
elderly-looking man, who appeared like a 
Quaker, going away. A person was sentafter 
him to watch him. and the police were imme- 
diately communicated with. He was over- 
taken on his way towards Eton, where he 
took a train to London. 

A telegram was immediately sent to the 
London police, and a detective sent to the 
station to watch for him. On his arrival in 
London he took an omnibus and rode to the 
Jerusalem Coffee -house in Cornhill. The de- 
tective followed him there, and thence to a 
coffee-house, kept b~ a Quaker in the borough, 
where he stayed the whole of that night. 

in the meantime the poor wowan, Sarah 
Hart, had died from poisoning by prussic avid. 
The story of the crime is briefly told. 

Tawell had become afraid lest his connec- 
tion with Sarah Hart, who continually wrote 
to him for money, should become known to 
his wife, and determined to put her out of the 
way. He had chosen an evening in the very 
depth of winter to.go quietly down to her 
house. He sent her out for a bottle of porter. 
Two glasses were found on the table witha 
little porterin them. One had the remains of 
prussie acid in it; the other had not. 

The trial was a gala occasion, Aylesbury 
being crowded, and the curious had the grati- 
fication of seeing Mrs. Tawell and Sarah 
Hirt’s children-in.court. Tawell was hanged 
before the Town Hall om the.28th of March, 
1445. He confessedthat. he. poisoned Sarah, 
and that he had prewfously made an unsuc- 
cessful attempt on her:Hfe. 

This was one of thé first cases in which the 
telegraph was employed @s an.agent for the 
detection of crime,-and. it was longa popular

husband of wilfully poisoning the girl. 

She-stated that as her husband heard that an 
inquest was going to be held he said. to her, 
“T am afraid they will find arsenic in her.” 

“Why?” she had asked. 

“Why, don’t you recoJlect megmixing a pow- 
der on Thursday night?” he repfied. 

“Yes; you said it was from the young doctor, 
Hamlet Vernon,” sk3 answered. 

She then asked him the reason why he gave 
itto her and he said: 

“Don’t you recollect my brother bringing 
home six stone of flour one night?” 

She said, ‘“Yes.” 

He then said that his brother had stolen the 
flour and the deceased, Elizabeth Wood, knew 
it, and that she had told him that if he did not 
marry her she knew what would transport 
him. This statement was investigated and 
found to be a lie in all its parts, except that 
relating to the theft of the four. The mur- 
deress then owned up to her sole responsi- 
bility inthe crime. Her.reason for poisoning 
the girl was that ‘the deceased was aware that 
the flour was stolen and that,‘had she chosen, 
she could have transported ‘the whole lot of 
them. She determined to get the girl to leave 
her situation and induce herto come and live 
at her house for the purpoge of putting her 
out ofthe way of getting them into trouble.

Astounding Thievcries cf an Honored |

In Wellsville, Ohio, there lives a maiden 
lady, a Quakeress, 6) years old, who takes the 
eike asakleptomaniac. Her name is Sarah 
Taylor and she has been considered for forty 
years the most devout old maid whoever loved 
cats or talked in the second person. The little 
town has been infested by thieves tor twelve 
years. The most mysterious robberies occur- 
red and the most valuablo articles disappear- 
ed. The blame was all laid on the tramps, 
whowent in summer processicn through the 
noizhborin’ country and several arrests of 
prowling stranzers were made, but none of 
the stolen articles were ever recovered and no 
evidence of the guilt of tho prisoners could 
be adduved.. 

Stillthe robheries continued and stitl the 
thieves got away. Itistrucethat ono nighta 
man, detected as he was leaving a house with 
his plunder, was fired at but he was not 
wounded, and after the occupants of tho 
house hal pursued him hotly through tho 
streets without waiting to dress themselves, 
he suldenly disappeared. The old maid look- 
ed out of her window to sce what was tho 
midnight disturbance in front of her housc 
and was groatly shocked on finding severil 
men inthe briefest deshabijle and swearing.

On this 
account the first suspicions were treated with 
much discredit by many ofthe bost citizens 
and not alittle prejudice was evinced in Mi‘s 
Taylor’sfavor. This feeling. however, only 
scemad to serve to agitate the suspicions still 
more, as is often tho caso in a small vil.azo 
where everybody knows what is going on, and 
QO Warrant was flaally secured for he: arrest. 

The search, which wa; conducted systemati- 
cally, resulted in most remarkable diszlosures 
of her guilt. In her houco have been found 
articles which wero stolen twelve years azo, 
as well as others which hive been missed from 
time totimo during later veiurs. They havo 
been found stored away in closets and 
drawers, and tha searchers have even dis- 
covered tran-doors opening into recesses un- 
der the flooring, which havo willingly vielled 
u> an almost inexhaustible amount of lost 
treis're. 

Miss Taylor doe3 not seom to have disposed 
of the articles of which she became possessed, 
but has simply hoarded them up, perhaps 
using somo from time to time as her necessi- 
ties or convenience suggested. Among the 
things found are some of which she nover 
sould have mads any use, and the takiny of 

em would seem to arzuo that there was no 
.eekinz for practical advantages from the 
thievery. but simply the gratifleation of that 
inordinate passion which scientifiz men have 
been pleased to denominato kleptomania. 

Among the curious things found in one of 
her secret recesses was a suit of men’s 
clothes. The authorities inclino to the opinion 
that she used these asa means of disguising 
herself when out upon a thieving expedition. 
Others havo identified them as a suit formerly 
owned by Anderson, who was arrested and 
tried for tho murdor of his wife, daughter and 
sister about two years ago. From this they 
have predicted that the discovery may in some 

way serve to unravel tho mystery of the mur- 
der, by showinz collusion between Miss Tay- 
lorand Anderson. This, however. is a convie- 
tion not genoarally entertiined, and how sho 
possessed herself of the suit. and how sho 
utilize 1 it, remains to bo ascertained by future 
expositions. Itissaid that Miss Taylor has 
expresse.la willingae3s to make a full confes- 
sion of ker doings, and to explain anything 
and everything which may seem mysterious 
and unaccountable in the ease.

A Carnival of Elsody Crimes tos Begin the 
New sear With. 





J. I. Russctu, who murdered Joknony Smair 
at the St. James Hotel, Kansas City, Mo.. on 
the 8th of Daz., committed suiside by taking 
morphine in hie cell onthe lst inst. His wife 
had deserted him just as his trial was coming 
on and this urged him to the deed. He was 
quite wealthy and his will gives all to his wife. 


AT Little Rock, Jan. 3., Alice Thompson,who 
lad begun asuit for divorce was killed while 
asleep in bed. Her husband fai:ly cho;ped 
her up with an axe and thus settled the divorce 
proceedings. He said the lawyers must make 
a new deal all around andtry a murdér case 
instead. 

On the 8d inst., at a dance at Claysville, Ky., 
two young men named John Garnet, aged 26, 
and James Raymond, 22, had a pistol fight. 
After several shots had been exchanged Gar- 
net seat a ball throuzh Raymond’s head. kill- 
ing him almost instantly. There was a woman 
in tho case of course. 


At Santa Fe, New Mexico, on the 2d inst. a 
Mexican named Juan Sanchez ambushed a 
young man named Fred. Vernon, shot him in 
the back, inflicting a mortal wound and, after 
robbing his victim of his money, revolver and 
horse, mounted and mada his escape. 


In 1879 Morgan Shaw, of Mexico, Mo.,in a 
dispute about some property left him by tis 
father,shot and killed his brother,Paran Shaw. 
His trial was to have taken place this month, 
he having becn out on bail some time. 
Last week he left Mexico for Pike county 
for the purpose of having witnesses sub- 
poeenaed for the approaching trial. Sunday 
evening he went to the house of his sister,Mrs. 
Rutherford, near Olney, in order to get her 
to appear in his behalf at Hannibal next week 
and his brother, who lived in the same neigh- 
borhood, happened in soon afterward. Both 
Jim and Marshall, his brothers, had sworn 
time and again to take the lifs of Morgan on 
sight, but Mrs. Rutherford after some pailey- 
iag persuaded the two brothers, who were out 
in the yard, to shake hands and to all appear- 
ances the two men became friendly and start- 
ed to gcintothe house together’'and as Morgan 
was about to enter Jim, his brother, still bent 
on revenge, drew his revolver and shot him 
three times, killing him on the spot. Shaw 
was a captain under the notorious Bill Ander- 
son and issaid to have been at Centralia when 
the terriblo massacre took place. Latterly he 
was a peaceable, quiet man, following the vo- 
cation of a teamster, and claimed to have re- 
cently become sanctified. He was about 45 
years old and leaves a wife and four children.

The proceedings in the trial of the assassin 
Guiteau. at Washihgton last week, were not so 
lively'as heretofore, nor were the jokes and 
antics of the monster clown of the same “‘side 
splitting” quulity that the audienco had found 


them @urinz the show’s long run of a month. 
Guitegt, while as devilish and blasphemous as 
ever, s66mei to play his part at times “with 
the soft pedal down.” Perhaps he begins to 


see the:shadow of the great coming event of 
retributive justive. 

The votinsel for the prisoner made a strenu- 
ous effort to get insome additional evidence 
of experts as to Guiteau’s ins. nity. past and 
present. 

The defence as strenuously opposed the mo- 
tion, and’a sharp and bitter discussion arose 
among the lawyers. 

Mr. Scoville alluded to the difficulty of get- 
ting witnesses for the defense, and said that it 
was only common justice that the prisoner 
should have a fair trial. The prosecution had, 
he said; the: United States Treasury behind 
them,'andit.was wrong to crowd the defense 
when ft L Was. known that there was no money 
to recditipense their witnesses except the or- 
dinary. fee.” 

Colonel Corkhill held that every fair oppor- 
tunity'!had been allowed the defense. 

Mr. S3oville eloquently contended that law 
and justice were now onthe side of the de- 
fense, and that everything tending to show 
Guiteay’ 8 insanity should be admitted. 

The prisoner listened intently to the argu- 
ments of both sides. He made no interrup- 
tion. but’ toyed with his eye-glasses and 
smiled at-the ladies. 

In reply. the District Attorney said there 
never was a@ case in the country where so 
much liberality had been extended to the de- 
fense.:... 

Guiteau’ got excited, and said it was neces- 
sary that the state of his mind on the 2d of 
July should be presented to the jury. 

The guards endeavored to keep him quiet 
but he shouted, “You keep quiet and let me 
alone, or I will slap your mouth. Iam here as 
my own counsel.” 

Judge .Cox rendered a long decision. He 
said thathe appreciated the difficulties the 
defensé had labored under, but did not see the 
necessity of allowing any testimony in the 
line indicated. The evidence now proposed 
was of vague and uncertain character, and did 
not strike him as being admissible. 

The assassin broke in with a statement that 
one of the witnesses was an officer who took 
him tothe jail after the assassination, and 
knew of his state of mind at the time. 

The guards were unable to pacify him. He 
protested against every effort to keep him 
quiet. “If I had plenty of money,” he cried, “‘I 
could get scores of people to swear that I was 
as crazy as a loon on the 24 of July.” 

The Court rapped for order severa! times. 

The prisoner became wroth and refused to 
keep atill.’ One of the guards endeavored to 
pacify him. 

“You shut up!” he shouted. “You cannot 
keep me still. How are you going todoit? I 
want to go home. Iam tired of this business. 
Let us end this business.” 

James J. Brooks, Chief of the Secret Service 
of the Treasury Department, was then placed 
ou the stand by the defense. Hes>id he had 
several conversations with Guiteau shortly 
after the murder, and detailed the prisoner’s 
remarks in relation tothetragedy. Thestate- 
ments did not vary from the other .vidence on 
this point. 

Mrs. Scoville cried aloud at this relation, 
and the prisoner said the circumstances had 
* been stated correctly by the witness. When 
told of Garfleld’s precarious condition in one 
of these conversations Guiteau said, “Poor 
fellow, I’m sorry. I wish I had given him a 
third bullet and put him out of his misery. 

Here Guiteau again became restless, and had 
several altercations with the Deputy Marshal 
in charge of him. “Sit down and inind your 
husiness,” he shouted. “You are n>body, and 
I speak to 50,000,000 of people. I know my 
rights, and you cannot keep me quiet. Sit 
down. Iam happy because I hav’) been true 
to God and the American people. Everything 
has gone on as [ anticipated, and everybody is 
happy excepl a few miserable cranks whom I 
don’t care anything about and would spit upon 
if they were present.” 

Mr. Scoville wanted to putin oe photograph 
of the prisoner to show his condition prior to 
the murder, but the prosecution objected, 
and there was another war of words between 
counsel.. 

All testimony was then prerounced in, and 
the court adjournedto allow the defense to 
present their propositions of law. 

One day last week while Mr. Scoville was at 
workin his office, a man whom he did not 
know entered the room. He introduced him- 
self, saying he bad core on a business errand. 
He had, he added. a 13iness proposition to 
make, and hopee tt Mr. Seoville would then 
and there be reac * '¢ “oso with the offer. 














“T have come,” said the man, 
$1,000 for the body of Guiteau.” 
Mr. Scoyille was, of course,greatly astonished 
and at first he thought he might have a crank 
to deal with. The man, however, very speedily | 
persuaded Mr. Scoville that he was.no erank, 


but had made the offer in good faith, and was | 


ready upok signing the proper papers to hand 
Mr. Seoville the cash. It was suzzested that 
possibly Guiteau might escape the gallows

He 
would pay Mr. Scoville $1,000 upon the contract 
to deliver to him the dead body of Guiteau, and 
would take the risk of Guiteau not being 
hanged. He was extremely anxious to elcse

otherwise disposed of the body, nor, in fact, 
had receivedany proposition for it. 


This proposition was submitted to Guiteau, 


and seemed toimpress him favorably. 
reflecting a moment, he said: 

“I think I ought to bring more than 
that. Perhaps some other fellow will offer 
$2,000. Then I can pay my debis, and ifIgeta 
new trial that miserable Corkhill can’t bring 
on a lot of fellows just to swear how much I 
owe them.” 

The offer was finally accepted, the assassin 
chuckling over the trade, as he thinks he is 
sure not to be hanged, and that the speculator 
in “‘stiffs” will lose his money.

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JOHN MC’MAHON AND W. L: KENNEDY,

We present our readers with a picture of 
John McMahon, the champion wrestler at 
collar-and-elbow of the world, and Wm. L. 
Kennedy, the ex-champion. Wm. L. Kennedy 
was born at Montpelier, Vt., on Feb. 21, 1843. 
He stands 5 feet 9 1-2 inches in height and 
weizhs in condition 175 pounds. He com- 
menced wrestling when sixteen years of aze, 
and his first contest was when he was nine- 
teen. Sincg that time he has defeated George 
Fountain. Orrin Farr, James Hanbury and 
Charley Cooper, of Vermont. His first im- 
portant match was in September, 1853, with 
Al Vining. of Worcester, Mass., which he won. 
He then defeated Homer Lane for $59), on 
Aug. 16, 1872. A match with Elward Cox, of 
Fairfield, Vt.,ended in a draw on April 14, 
1878, after a contest of four hours. At Bridze- 
port, Conn, Sept. 13, 1873,"he defeated Perry 


Higney in 18 minutes for astake of $500 a side. 


Since then he has engaged in no contests of 
note. 

John MeMahon was born at Bakersfleld, Vt., 
July 7, 1841. He stands 5 fect 10 1-2 inches in 
height and in condition weighs 185 pounds. 
He is the son of a hardy farmer, who, in his 
younger days, enjoyed considerable repute as 
a wrestler; indeed the family is noted for its 
physical qualities, as may be judged from the 
fact that Owen and Cox, both well known as 
trippers, are cousins of MeMahon. He has 
neverengaged in any other than agricultural 
vursuits. He says he drifted almost uneon- 
sciously into the habit of wrestling, acquiring 


| itasastudy and keeping it up as he grew to 


manhood. ; 

His first public match was on June 23, 1861, 
‘vith P. English at Port Henry, N. Y., for $100 a 
side, which he won in 18 minutes. Three 
months after he vanquished Hugh Fitzpatrick 
at the same place for $150 a side. Then he 
eonquered in succession, July 21, 1862, A. W. 
Store at Burlington, Vt., for $300; Dec. 27, 1863, 
Uzile Prickett at Boston, Mass., for $500 a 
side; Feb. 10, 1864, L. Doolin, at Boston, Mass., 
for $400; June 12, 1864, at Boston, James 
Craven for $500; Sept. 17, 1866, Goorge Stone at 
Washington, D. C., for $300: March 9, 1857, E. 
Cox at Fairfield, Vt., for $100; Nov. 24, 1868, E. 
Titus at Rutland, Vt., for $300; July 24, 1869, 
W. M. Scoville for $250 a side; Aug. 18, 1870, 
John Herrick for $400; July 10, 1872, Capt. 
John Haley at Rutland, Vt., for $300; May 30, 
1873, Homer Lane at Troy, N.Y., for $1,500 a 
side; July 29, 1873, Thomas Copeland, Cham- 
pion of Canada, at Troy, for $1,000 a side; 
Sept. 3, 1873, Perry Higby, of Bridgeport, Ct., 
for $1.000 a side; Oct. 4, 1873, Albert Ellis at 
New York, for $700; April 29, 1874, J. Dunlap 
at Au Sable Falls, for $150; June 8, 1874, Geo. 
Vandyke at Sherbrook,Canada, for $209 a side. 

On Sept. 16, 1874, McMahon went to San 
Francisco, Cal., and wrestled with W. M. Far- 
rell, the champion of the Pacifle slope, for 
$1,000 a side, winning after a desperate strug- 
gle of four hours’ duration. Next he defeated 
Jas. Lopell, of British Columbia, for $300 a 
side on June 18, 1876; on July 2, 1877, he met 
and defeated a gigantic lumberman for a 
purse of $250 at Méndocino, Cal. This match 
was wrestled on the turf in the lumber woods, 
and MeMahon won in 31 minutes. The next 
who tackled him was the famous Dakota Bill, 
and on Jan. 3, 1878, McMahon went for him at 
White Pine, Nevada, winning in two hours 
and five minutes.

death on Dec. 8, 1831, at Black Canon, Texas, 
in a strange way while Jassoing a wild. horse. 
The country about there is well stocked with 
herds of wild horses and Lamond and a ‘party 
have been forsome months catching andtrain- 
ing them. In order to catch the best horses © 
ina herd the hunter must run down. or turn 
the herd,as it is commonly called. The method 
of doing thisisto lasso one of the inferior 
horses and securely fasten a large cow-bell to 
its neck. Heisthen turned loose. He will 
put the entire herd to flight. After the horses 
have been wearied with wild running the hurt- 
ers mount fresh horses and the work of las- 
soing begins. Whenahorse is lassoed and 
thrown his forelegs are fastened _ to- 
gethei with a strong rope and he is turned 
loose to rear and plunge in vaia until the on- 
tire herd iscaught. Then they are’ driven to- 
gether and brok®o™ to the saddle or offered for 
sale, Lamond and his party had run a herd 
down and on the morning of Dec. 8 began the 
work of lassoing them. They had lassoed one 
horse and were pursuingthe herd upa large 
canon when the herd was joined by six fresh 
horses, one stud and flve mares, The mares - 
went in the head of the herd while the stud 
brought up the rear and by dint of kicking and 
biting was drivinz tho wearied-out horses 
along. Lamond dashed upon ‘the stud and 
threw his lasso over his head. As soon as the 
noble animal realized his situation he gavea 
plunge or so and away he went. Lamond’s 
well trained horse dropped back” on_ his 
haunches with his forelegs well braced in 
orderto throw the stud to the ground; but 
the rawhide lasso broke aboutten feet from 
the end of the noose and just at the point 
where a piece of lead had been woven in the 
lasso to give it weight. Tho bar of lend was 
some six inchesin lenzth and one-half inch 
in diameter. The broken end of the lasso flew 
back and struck Lamond in the forehead over 
the left eye. The bar of lead went through his 
skull and he fell from his horse a dead man. 
It required the strength of two mento extiact 
the bar from the dead man’s forehead.

RULES OF THE PRIZE RING. 


The Laws Under Which Ryan ani Sulli- 
van Will ¥ight for the Championship. 








It will interest our sporting readersto re- 
count the rules of the London Prize Ring, 
under which Ryan and Sullivan have agreed to 
fight for the championship; hence we append 
them in full: 

1. That the ring shall be made on turf, and 
shall be four-and-twenty feet.square, formed 
of eight stakes and ropes, the latter extending 
in double lines, the uppermost line being four 
feet from the ground, and the lower two feet 
from the ground. . That in the centre of 
the ring a mark be pres. to be termed a 
scratch. Mees 

2. That each man SRgii ‘Be attended to the 
ring by two seconds anda lder. That 
the combatants, on shaking hands. Shall retire 
until the-seconds of each have tossedfor 
choice of position, which adjusted, the winner 
shall choose his corner according to the state 
ofthe wind or sun, and conduct nis man there- 
to; the loser taking the opposite diagonal 
corner. ~*~ 

8. That each min shall be provided witha 
handkerchief@f a color suitable to his own 
fancy, and that the seconds shall entwine these 
hindkerchiefs at the ‘Upper, end of one of the 
eentre stakes. That these handkerchiefs shall 
be called “Colors,” and that~the winer of the 
battle at its conelusion shall be entitled to their 
possession as tn victory. 

4. The two ump be chosen by the 
seconds or backers to watchthe progress of 
the battle, and take exception te-any breach 
of the rules hereafter stated. That & Feferce 
shall be chosen by the umpires, unless other- 
wise agreed on, to whom all disputes shall be 






whatever it may be, shall be final and strictly 
binding on all parties, whether as to the mat- 
ter in dispute or the issue of the battle. That 
the referee shall be provided with a watch for 
the purpose of calling time; the call of that 
referee only tobe attended to, and no other 
person whatever shall interfere in calling 
time. That the referee shall withhold all 
opinion till appealed to by the umpires, and 
that the umpires strictly abide by his decision 
without dispute. 

5 That on the men being stripped it shall be 
the duty of the: seconds to examine their 
drawers, and if any objection arises as to in- 
sertion of improper substances therein they 
shall appeal to. their umpires, who, with the 
concurrence of the referee, shall direct what 
alterations shall be made. 

6. That the spikes in the fighting boots shall 
be confined to three in number, which shall 
not exceed three-eighths of an inch from the 
sole of the boot. and shall not be less than one- 
eighth of an inch broad at the point; two to be 
placed in the broadest part of the sole and one 
in the heel; and that in the event of aman 
wearing any other spikes, either in the toes or 
elsewhere, he shal! be eompelled either to 
remove them or provide other boots properly 
spiked, the penalty for refusal to be u loss ot 
the stakes. 

t. Bhat both men being ready, each shall be 
conducted to that side of the scratch next his 
corner previously chosen; and the secor ds on 
the qne side, and the men on -the other, hav- 
ing shaken hands,the former shall imme- 
diately leave the ring, and there remain till 
the round be finished, on no pretence what- 
ever approaching their principals during the 
round, without permission from the referee. 
The penalty to be the loss of the battle to the 
offending parties. 

8. That at the conclusion of the round when 
one or both of the men shall be down, the 
seconds shall step into the ring and carry or 
conduct their principal to his corner, there 
affording him the necessary assistance, and 
that no person whatever be permitted to in- 
terfere in his duty. 

9. That onthe expiration of thirty seconds 
the referee appointed shall cry “Time,” upon 
which each man shall rise from the knee of his 
second and walk to his own side of the scratch 
unaided; the seconds immediately leaving the 
ring. The penalty for either ofthem remain- 
ing eight seconds after the call of time to be 
the loss of the battle to his principal; and 
that either man failisg to be at the scratch 
within eight seconds shall be deemed to have 
lost the battle. 

10. Thaton no consideration whatever shall 
any person except the seconds or the referee 
be permitted to enter the ring during the 
battle; nor tillit shall have been concluded: 
andthatinthe event of such unfair practice, 
or the ropes or stakes being disturbed or 
removed, it shall be inthe power of the ref- 
eree to award the victory to that man who, in 
his honest opinion, shall bave the best of the 
contest, 

11. That the seconds shal}l not interfere, ad- 
vise or direct the adversary of their principal, 
| and shall refrain from all offensive and irri- 
| tating expressions, in all respects conducting 
themselves’with order and decorum, and con- 
fine themselves to the diligent and careful 
| discharge of their duties to their principals 
| 12. That in picking up their men, should the 
{ | see onds wilfully injure the antagonist of their 
| principal, the latter shall be deemed to have 
| forfeited the battle on the decision of the 
| referee. 

13. That it shall be a fair ‘stand up fight,” 
and if either man shall wilfully throw bimseif 











referred; and that the decision of this referee,- 


| 
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down without receiving a blow, whether blews 
shallhave previously been exchanged or not, he 
shall be deemed to have lost the battle; brt 
that this rule shall not apply toa man who in 
a close slips down trom the grasp of his op- 
ponent to avoid punishment, or from obvious 
accident or weakness. : 

14. That butting with the head shall be 
deemed foul, and the party resorting to this 
practice shall be deemed to have lost the 
battle. 

15. That a blow struck when a man isthrown 
or down shall be deemed foul. That a man 
with one knee and one hand on the ground, or 
with both knees on the ground, shall be 
deemed down; and a blow given in either of 
those positions shall be considered foul, pro- 
viding always that, when in such position, the 
man so down shall not himself strike or at- 
tempt to strike. 

16. That a blow struck belowthe waistband 
shall be deemed foul, and that, in a close, 
seizing an antagonist below the waist, by the 
thigh, or otherwise, shall be deemed foul. 

17. That ali attempts to inflict injury by 
gouging, or teartugthe flesh with the fingers 
or nails, and biting, shall be deemed foul. 

18. That kicking, or deliberately falling cn 
an antagonist with the knees or otherwise 
when down, shall be deemed foul. 

19. That all bets shall be paid as the battle 
money, after a fight, is awarded. 

20. The referee and umpires shall tuke their 
positions in front of the centre stake, outside 
the ropes. 

21. That due notice shall be given by the 
stakeholder of the day and place where the 
battle money isto be given up. and that he bo 
exonerated from all respensibility upon obey- 
ing the direction of the referee; that all par- 
ties be strictly bound by these rults; and that 
in future all articles of agreement fora con- 
test be entered into witha strictand willing 
adherence to the letter and spirit of these 
rules. 

22. That in the event of magisterial or other 
interference, or in case of darkness coming 
on, the referee {or stakeholder in case no ref- 
eree has been chosen] shall have the power to 
name the time and place for the next meeting, 
if possible on the same day, or as soon after as 
may be. In naming the second or third place 
the nearest spot shall be selected to the orig- 
inal place of fighting where there is a chance 
of its being fought out. 

28. That should the fight not be decided on 
the day all bets shall be drawn, unless the 
fight shall be resumed the same week, between 
Sunday and Sunday, in which case the referee’s 
duties shall continue and the bets shall stand 
and be decided by the event. The battle 
money shall remain in the hands of the stako- 
holder until fairly won or lost bya fight, un- 
lessa draw be. mutually agreed tpon, or, in 
ease of a postponement, one of the principals 
shall be absent, when the man in the ring 
shall be awarded the stakes. 

24. That any pugilist voluntarily quitting — 
the ring previous tothe deliberate judgment 
of the referee being obtained shall be deemed 
to have lost the tight. 

25. That on an objection being made by the 
seconds or umpire the men shall retire to 
their corners, and there remain until the de- 
cision of the appointed authorities shall be 
obtained; that if pronounced “foul ” the battle 
shall be at an end; but if “fair,” “time” ehall 
be called by the party appointed, and the man 
absent from the scratch in eight seconds after 
shall be deemed to have lostthe fight. The 
decision in a]l cases to be given promptly and 
irrevocably, for which purpose the umpires 
and the referee should be invariably close 
together. 

26. That if a man leaves the ring, either to 
escape punishment or for any other purpose, 
without the permission ofthe referee, unless 
he is involuntarily forced out, shall forfeit the 
battle. 

27. That the use of hard substances, such as 
stones, or sticks, or of resin in the hand dur- 
ing the battle, shall be deemed foul, and that 
on the requisition of the seconds of either 
man the accused shall open his hands for the 
examination of the referee. 

28. That hugging on the ropes shall be 
deemed foul. That amanheld bythe neck 
against the stakes, or upon or against the 
ropes, shall be considered down, and all inter- 
ference with him inthat position shall be foul. 
That if aman in any way makes use of the 





| ropes or stakes toaid himin squeezing his 


adversary, he shall be deemed the loser of the 
battle; and thatif aman ina close reaches 
the ground with his knees, his adversary shall 
immediately loose him or lose the battle. 

29. That all glove‘or room fights be as nearly 


as possible in conformity with the foregoing 
rules. 


HANGING THE WRONG MAN. 


Primus Williams was found dead on the 4th 
inst., in the road near Drifton,'Fla. He had a 
bullet hole in his head, and one Green, a man 
who was last seen in his company was hunted 
down snd captured. The lynchers dragged 
him to the woods, put arope around his neck 








‘and strung him up. At this moment evidence 


of his innocence appeared in the shape of the 
murderer’s pistol which was found near the 
body.

Noted Oarsman. 


In this week’s issue 
of the PoLiceE GAZETTE 
we publish a picture 
of George W. Weis- 
gerber,the noted oars- 
man, of Wheeling, W. 
Va. He was bora Feb. 
24, 1854, stands 5 feet 
9% inches in height, 
and weighs 147 
pounds. He’ was a 
member of the C. P. 
Brown Boat Clyb of 
Wheeling, W. Va., in 
1875. He made his 
first public appear- 
ance asasculler in a 
match with James 
Johnston, one mile 
straightaway, for $200, 
in September of the 
next year. In October 
following he defeated 
Gus Hanke, three 
miles with aturn, for 
$500, both races being 
rowed at Wheeling. 
On Sept. 22, 1877, he 
first appeared in a 
race away from home 
waters, his spponent 
being David Morgan 
of Pittsburg, Pa.; the 
race, which was threo 
miles with aturn, for 
$500, taking place on 
the Monongahela 
River. Weisgerber 
won in 23m. 2332s., 
finishing without 
company. In October 
following he encoun- 
tered Frank Den- 
marsh of the McKeo 
Barge Club of Pitts- 
burg, in asimilar race 
for the same amount, 
the contest taking 
place on the lower 
course at Wheeling; 
and Weisgerber again 
demonstrated his 
superiority. His next 
race was with Louis 
Felsing. his towns- 
man and a member of 
the Nail City Club, and 
took place Aug. 17,.. 
1878, on the Beach 
Bottom Course, about 
nine miles abovo 
Wheeling. The stakes 
were $300 a side, the 
distance three miles, 
with aturn, and here 
George met with his 
first defeat, being 
beaten by a length 
and a half. It was 
claimed for him that 
he was out of fix at the 
time. The result was 
unsatisfactory to him 
and his friends, and 
the next season a 
fresh match was made 
with Felsing. Tho 
conditions were the 
same as before, except 
that the stakes was 
$1,000, and they pulled 
it Aug.. 16, 1879, the 
result being in favor of Weisgerber, who finished only a half 
length ahead in the good time of 21m. 15s. They rowed Sept 
27 last, and Weisgerber won a ding-dong race by a length and 
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a halfin 20m. 58s. 
Another match was 
arranged for $1,000, 
distance three miles, 
and Weisgerber again 
won in 20m. 583s. At 
Saratoga, N. Y., Sept. 
25, 1880, Weisgerber 
was beaten in a 3 milo 
race, by James Rilcy. 
the latter rowing iko 
distance in 21m. 13%:s. 


Wn. A. Pierson, Cham- 
pion Runner of 
Kansas. 


The subject of our 
sketch was born in 
Marion County, Ind., 
on Jan. 25, 1857. Pier- 
son stands 5 feet 8 
inches in height and 
weighs 150 pounds. 
He is said to be one of 
the fastest profession- 
al runners in the 
country. On Sept. 23, 
‘81, at Burlington,Kan. 
he won the one hun- 
dred yard, running 
for the championship 
ofthe State, defeating 
George Robbins of 
Osage Mission and 
Willian Henman of 
Leavenworth. .Pier- 
son now resides at 
Burlington, Kansas. 


Wm. Johnson, Noted 
Pedestrian. 

The subject of our 
illustration was born 
at Chicago, Ill. He 
first became noted as 
a pedestrian in a 
match in which he 
started to walk from 
Chicago to New York, 
a distance of 1,100 
miles. Johnson 
eovered the distance 
in 85 days and 11 
hours. He has won 
numerous short and 
long distance races at 
Leadville, Denver and 
Michigan, and it is 
claimed he can cover 
270 miles in 75 hours.

Fi-tcher st:nis5 feet 9 1-2 
inches in height and wcighed 175 pou: ds. Wm. E. Hard: 
inz, the Sportiag Elitor of the Potrce GazettE, was the 
referce.
